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LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR 
 
Article IV, Section 10 of the Missouri Constitution describes the duties and responsibilities of the Lieutenant Governor.  The statutory 
salary of the Lieutenant Governor and funds for the personnel and expense and equipment costs in operating the Office of the 
Lieutenant Governor are included in this program.  The Lieutenant Governor presides over the Senate, is the Chair of the Missouri 
Senior Rx Program, the Co-Chair of the Personal Independence Commission, and the Secretary of the Board of Public Buildings and 
serves on the Missouri Development Finance Board, the Missouri Housing Development Commission, and the Second State Capitol 
Commission. 
 
Proposition C, passed by voters in November 1992, established the Office of Advocacy and Assistance for the Elderly in the Lieutenant 
Governor’s Office.  The proposition also made the Lieutenant Governor a member of the Tourism, Economic Development, and Fund 
Commissioners boards and an advisor for educational programs.
